Sik, nued 36, a _prixonor, who died at 
the Laichikek Prison Hospital iaat 
Monday, wna conducted, by Mr. K, 
Keen at tho Kowloon. Magistra- 
cy. on’ Tuesday. After ving 
heard the ayidence the jury found 
that tha’ deceased died through 
natural causes, 


Tho jury comprised Mossrs. 


E. 


‘|Abraham (foreman), N. Drummond, 


Jr., and Lau Kau-loung. 


Mr. G. L. Buchanan, Chter Warder 
of the ehikok Prinoy, deposed that 
-hoe deceased waa prisoner No, 23341. 
Tho prisoner was sentenced at ‘Taipo 
wo three months! hard Inbour for a 
breach of the Deportation Ordinance 
on November 6 this: year and was 
admitted to the Victorin Gnol., On 
November 17 the prisoner was trans- 
ierred to’ Laichikok ; Prisqn, 


About 6.30° a.m. on December 23 
an Indinn officer on pntral anw tho 
prisoner holding his hend with his 
annds. The Indian officer reported 
to the European officer Jn charge. 
who sent the man to the prison hos. 
pital, where he became worse and 
died about 12.35 p.m, the same day. 

Witness produced — the privoner’s 
sommitial warrant. 

Dr. G. TL Henry, medical officer at 
the Lulchikok Prison and the Kow- 
won Mortuary, testifled that the de- 
sensed was admitted to the prison 
hospital on November 16, His condi- 
tion was then put down as fair 
Uthough he «was ‘suffering from 
chronic opium poisoning, At that 
time deceased was marked as fit for 
hard Inbour at Laichikok. 

On December 17 deceased was ad- 
mitted to the prison hospital sulfer- 
ing from. benign tertian  maltarin, 
He was discharged but attended 
twice daily for medicine, 

Post Mortem Examination 

On December 23 witness wan tele- 
phoned by an Indinn warder and told 
that. tho decensed’ was having a fit. 
Witness saw, deceased about 9 a.m. 
and fie was then unconscious and 
having na fit, In view of the 
prisoner having been suffering from 
molarin witness ordered quinine. 
Later witness was informed that the 
prisoner had died at, 12.36 p.m. 

At 0.30 am, yesterday (December 
24) witness condu ected a post mortem 
examination upon the body of ‘the 
deeensed. and found no external signs 
of violence. The heart muscles were 
normal, but there was a hardening 
of the main artery enuned by syphilis. 
The spleen was enlarged and. con- 
gested. Tho skull ahawell no signs 
of injury, but there was an exten- 
sive haemorrhage at the base of the 
brain. 

Witness found that the cause of 
death wna syphilis and cerebral 
hnemorrhage. 

The Coroner ‘infurnied the jury, 
that he had that morning seen the 
body of tho ‘decensed and he was 
antisfied that there were no signa of 
violence, nnd asked the Jury whether 
they would consider it necessary to 
see the body themselves, Tho jury 
replied tn ‘the negative, and returned 
n verdict of denth by natural onuses, 
without retiring. 

For hin failing to appear oan a 
juror at the inquest, a fine of $25 
was Imposed upon L. G. S. Glendin- 
ning.

TWO KINDS OF 
IMPERIALISM 

One of the charges most fre- 
quently levelled. against Britain 
by Signor Mussolini is that her 
advocacy of stern Lengue action 
in the present crisis is dictated 
by selfish interest; in other 
words, that it is an example of 
the old imperialism. It is well 
‘that this criticism should be 
answered from + non-British 
sourens, as it has been’ by one 
of the most impartial and best-
